but will supercede older ones.

the iodine dust about 20 cents. 
The new' disinfectants not only have 
been proved effective with oats, but 
are known to be useful for disinfect­ 
ing other types of seed. 
Further ex­ 
periments are being carried on to dis­ 
cover new’ uses for them. 
Dr. Sayre, the patentee, sold

There are other forms than this 
life annuity, such as refund annui­ 
ties, where some of the principal may 
come back to one's heirs ;joint an­ 
nuities; annuities to provide for old 
age of both husband and wife; and 
deferred annuities. 
Many insurance companies sell an­ 
nuities, and it is possible for the per­ 
son interested in this form of invest­ 
ment to get information from such 
sources. All the information the in­ 
dividual needs to give the company, 
or its agent, is the date of his or her 
birth.

Berry pointed out that eleven hun­ 
dred ships a month are clearing from 
the airport and the m any lines out of 
here have made Cleveland the air hub. 
He added that within two months in­

An e xtra profit of $15 to $17 an 
acre from the corn crop, based upon 
the sale of the corn husks, is possible 
to corn grow ers in a t least one sec­ 
tion of Ohio, according to a report 
from B anks Callings,, county ag en t of 
Sum m it C ounty, to the extension se r­ 
vice of the Ohio S ta te U niversity. 
C eilings repo rts tha t there is a ris­ 


ing a dem and for corn husks to be 
used by rubber m an ufacturin g com ­ 
panies in the polishing of hard rubber 
articles. The husks are m ade into 
buffing w heels, and w ith pum ice stone 
and w ater, give a polish which no o th­ 
e r substance will give, to the surface 
of ha rd rubber. 
H eretofore corn husks for this use 
have been bought in New Jersey and 
the C arolinas .probably because the 
first facto ries to use the process w ere 
located 
there.

An extra profit of §15 to §17 an 
acre from the *corn crop, based upon 
the sale of the corn husks, is possible 
to corn grow ers in at least one sec­ 
tion of Ohio, according to a report 
from Banks Callings,, county agent of 
Summit County, to the extension ser­ 
vice of the Ohio State University. 
Collings reports th at there is aris­ 


ing a dem and for corn husks to be 
used by rubber m anufacturing com­ 
panies in the polishing of hard rubber 
articles. The husks are made into 
buffing wheels, and with pumice stone 
and w ater, give a polish which no oth­ 
er substance will give, to the surface 
of hard rubber. 
Heretofore corn husks for this use 
have bei n bought in New Jersey and 
the Carolinas .probably because the 
first, factories to use the process were 
located 
there.
